25 Deaths Due 
to Widespread 
U.S. Cold Wave

The most widespread cold wave 


of the winter season clung tit?ht 
over the Eastern two-thirds of the 
nation today. Little immediate re- 
Ilief was in prospect. 


The arctic air sent temperatures 


[tumbling from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico and from the Rockies 
to the Atlantic Coast. 


Much of the South got the full 


string of the icy blasts. 


It was near zero in much of the 


Southeast—and below zero in some 
places. Readines of zero and be- 
low were reported 
in Kentucky 


with 10 below In some mountain 
areas. It was near zero in parts 
of Virginia and Tennessee. The 
Carolines, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi also got the coldest 
weather of the winter. 


It was freezing all the way to 


the Gulf Coast. Readings were in 
the 20s in many island areas only 
a short distance from the coast. 


At least 35 deaths were attrib- 


uted to the cold and snow. The 
snow storms which hit much of 
the Midwest Thursday, swept into 
the Eastern third of the nation 
yesterday. Falls measured

25 Deaths Due

The most widespread cold wave 


of the winter season clung tit?ht 
over the Eastern two-thirds of the 
nation today. Little immediate re- 
Ilief was in prospect. 


The arctic air sent temperatures 


[tumbling from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico and from the Rockies 
to the Atlantic Coast. 


Much of the South got the full 


string of the icy blasts. 


It was near zero in much of the 


Southeast—and below zero in some 
places. Readines of zero and be- 
low were reported 
in Kentucky 


with 10 below In some mountain 
areas. It was near zero in parts 
of Virginia and Tennessee. The 
Carolines, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi also got the coldest 
weather of the winter. 


It was freezing all the way to 


the Gulf Coast. Readings were in 
the 20s in many island areas only 
a short distance from the coast. 


At least 35 deaths were attrib- 


uted to the cold and snow. The 
snow storms which hit much of 
the Midwest Thursday, swept into 
the Eastern third of the nation 
yesterday.

The most widespread cold wave 


of the winter season clung tit?ht 
over the Eastern two-thirds of the 
nation today. Little immediate re- 
Ilief was in prospect. 


The arctic air sent temperatures 


[tumbling from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico and from the Rockies 
to the Atlantic Coast. 


Much of the South got the full 


string of the icy blasts. 


It was near zero in much of the 


Southeast—and below zero in some 
places. Readines of zero and be- 
low were reported 
in Kentucky 


with 10 below In some mountain 
areas. It was near zero in parts 
of Virginia and Tennessee. The 
Carolines, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi also got the coldest 
weather of the winter. 


It was freezing all the way to
